No. 3—The “No" to Food 
The negative attitude of a child 
toward every meal is not neces¬ 
sarily that of ail “unruly” child, j 
but rather the result of misdirect- I 
ed monaKenient. To induce a child 
to eat when such an altitude ha.s 
been formed ineaius a radical 
change of approach. Coaxing or I 
forcing will not succeed. Over¬ 
come oppo.sition in a child by giv¬ 
ing him no opportunity to oppose. 

“Breaking the chihl’s will” policy 
is only an acknowledgement of 
not understaniling hew to direct 
his will. Study tlie child and see 
what his haldts and attitude are 
that aid or prohibit good eating. 
Count how many times a day “no” 
and “don’t” are .said. These words 
many times a day build up a re¬ 
sistance in a child to all acts. 

“What C.AN a baby do'.'” was 
a sharp reproof to an over-re¬ 
proving mother from her three- 
year-old. Slapping hahy’s hands 
is usually the beginidng of a se¬ 
ries of acts of repression which 
lead to a balking chihl a few 
years later. Ueiluce commands to 
a minimum, but be as determined 
in carrying out the few thai are 
given as wise in giving them. 

Plain suitable food to he pre- 
pareil for the child, and sweets, 
e.xcept in fruits, omitted; the lat¬ 
ter satiate the appetite c|uickly. 
At meal time make no comments 
on the fooil he should eat. I.et 
him realize that no one is forcing 
him to eat anything. Remove the 
food after thirty minutes whether 
it is eaten or not. He firm, yet 
kind in refu.sing all food between 
Aieals. Mi.ssing a few calories and 
vitamines is not us vital as estab¬ 
lishing a normal attitude toward 
a habit of living. 

I.et the child help in preparing 
his fooil. His own mixing liowl, 
spoons and silver give food a new 
interest for him. Helping to 
serve offers an opportunity for 
activity that i.s “ilon'ted” when 
the family eats. 

See that the family have hands 
off the negative child. Too many 
bosses are a great handicap to the 
training of a young child. He 
usually ro.sists them all to find an 
open road for himsidf. .t chib! is 
best managed into eating when he 
is least consciou.' of a wise direc¬ 
tion in all his activities.

Junior High 
To Add 10th 
j Grade Pupils 

I Pasadena School Decides to 
^ Adopt New Method of | 
j of Grouping j 

I By adding the tenth grade to | 
I the junior high .school and drop¬ 
ping it from the present high 
school curriculum, the Pasadena 
board of education has fleciiied to 
pioneer in the 6-4-4 grouping of 
public school grades. This nieans 
that Sierra Madre, being a part 
of the Pasadena high school dis¬ 
trict, will provide its pupils with 
six years of elementary school 
work, four years in junior high 
.school and four years in the com¬ 
bined senior high .school and 
junior college. 

i No change is made in the ele- 
I mentary grading. The changes 
are in the grouping of higher 
I grades which now comprise three 
years in junior high school, three 
years in senior high school ami 
two years in junior college. 

This action is in line with latest 
developments in .secondary Ciiuca- 
( tion which indicate in the next 
i few years the leading colleges and 
I universities of California and the 
! United States will drop the first 
i two years of college work. Stan- 
I ford University has already un- 
! officially approved the 6-4-4 plan 
' of secondary education and indi- 
j rated that the freshman and soph- 
j omore years will be dropped 
I eventually. 

I The action provides that effec¬ 
tive September 17, 1928, the date 
.set for opening of school, stu¬ 
dents now enrolled in the ninth 
grade in the junior high schools 
i .shall be re-registered in these 
same schools, the curriculum of¬ 
ferings to be made in connection 
with the junior high schools, and 
that grades seven to ten, inclu¬ 
sive, shall constitute thereafter 
, ! the junior high school organization 
in Pasadena. 

Junior high school graduation 
exerci.ses this spring shall be car¬ 
ried out as planned, and, for the 


present at least, students com¬ 
pleting the twelfth grade of high 
school shall be graduated. John 
Muir Technical high school will be 
continued as a senior high school, 
to include grades seven to twelve, 
inclusive. Students now enrolled 
in the tenth graile at Muir shall 
re-register next fall for their 
eleventh grade work, unless trans- 
. ferred. 

All courses in both the Muir 
! .school and Pasadena high school 
I shall be set up and administered 
] so that there shall be po.ssible 
: free transfer of .students without 
loss of time or necessity for the 
re-arrangement of courses. 

Grades eleven to fourteen, in¬ 
clusive, at Pasailena high school 
will be organized and administere<l 
as a four-year intergraded unit, 
provided, however, that diplomas 
or certificates of graduation shall 
continue to be issued at the end | 
of the twelfth grade so that stu- 
, dents who desire may obtain ad- 
; mision to institutions of higher 
learning. All duplication of cour- 
\ ses, activities, offices, equipment, 

I personnel, etc., will be eliminated. 

Commenting on the wisdom of 
adopting the 6-4-4 plan. Judge 
Raymond G. Thompson, president 
of the board, stated that loss of 
. time and money resulted from ciu- 
' plication of courses, equipment and 
teaching positions under the pres¬ 
ent system. The necessary build- 
; ings, efiuipment, facilities and fac- 
' ulty are available for handling 
'the tenth grade pupils, he said, 
i “Taking of this necessary step 
! in adopting the 6-4-4 plan,” said 
! Judge Thompson, “was decided on 
’after careful study on the part of 
ithe local administrative officers 
' and extended coun.sel with state 
and national authorities in the 
field of secondary education. We 
are all convinced that the best in¬ 
terests of efficiency, economy and 
' organization would be better serv- 
eil should Pasadena now proceed 
with the next step toward effect¬ 
ing the 6-4-4 plan.”

Jutljre Thayer said he 
welcomed the opportunity to in¬ 
vite the public to make known 
their ilesires to the city council, 
always bearing in mind also their 
own limitations as to taxation. 

Miss Thomasella Graham and 
Dr. L. L. Krebs were called upon 
as local pioneers in the art of 
gardening. Both emphasized the 
need for a wise policy in street 
tree planting, and adoption of set¬ 
back lines. Miss Grahmn also 
begged for protection against mu¬ 
tilation of street trees, and urged 
a tightening up of zone restric¬ 
tions for the, protection of home 
owners. 

Miss .Jessie Ward, who has con¬ 
tributed much to garden develop¬ 
ment in Sierra Madre, suggested 
the planting of more sub-tropical 
plants of a type which can be 
grown well here and are impos¬ 
sible in many other localities. She 
mentioned particularly the red hi- 
biscu.s, red flowering eucalyptus, 
jacaranda, lantanas and red bou¬ 
gainvilleas. 

E. D. Burbank on behalf of the 
Kiwanis Club assured the ganlen 
enthusiasts that the organization 
could be depended upon for sym¬ 
pathy and support in any weli 
considered program for community 
advancement. He further sug¬ 
gested that the city might put 
unemployed men to work on the 
vacant lots, and tax the cost 
against the property owners who 
leave their land in unsightly con¬ 
dition while the improvements 
made by other people increa.se its 
value. 

W. R. Humphries said the .'sier¬ 
ra Madre Arboretum was such a 
big i<lea that it would of neces¬ 
sity mean slow growth, but the 
growth is certain. He compared 
the baiTen Sierra Madre of thirty- 
five years ago with the tree 
growth which now hides mo.st of 
the homes when viewed from^ a, 
distance. He epitomized a wise 
community policy, “clean up, paint 
up, buck up and plant up.” A 
novel suggestion was the use of 
buttonhole flowers by members of 
all .service clubs on meeting days, 
and at all churches in Southern 
California. 

R. S. .Jensen, chairman of the 
school board, and Miss Elizabeth 
Steinberger, principal, spoke for 
the garden where the real com¬ 
munity flowers, the children, are 
trained. 

Two interesting addresses closed 
the evening. Mrs. Helen King 
gave a rapid review of garden 
history from Eden to the pre.sent 
activity in woman’s club section 
work. Thru it all the imporiant 
part played by women was shown. 
.Mr. Chenoweth, vice president of 
the California Nurserymen’s Asso¬ 
ciation, marie many valuable sug¬ 
gestions in a di.scussion of rock 
gartlens. Hardy alpines, repre¬ 
senting the opposite end of the 
scale from tropical plants, thrive 
here equally well, and add greatly 
to the novelty of the gartlen in 
California.
